MANY people think th at just 
tx cause a person is pale, he is 
eufferinc from anemia or a lessen 
in* o f the colorin* in the blood. 
However, anemia may not be pres 
ent, for the pallor or paleness that 
is seen may come from other 
causes. Fortunately, a physician 
can quit* easily diagnose anemia 
by means of a simple examination 
of the blood. 
There are three main groups of 
anemia. One group is due entirely 
to a deficiency of iron in the body, 
and is known as hypochromic alja­ 
mia. The second grnup is due al­ 
most entirely to long-continued 
infections and is known vs mild 
normochromic anemia. 
Revere Group 


A severe normochromic anemia, 
♦he third group, may be due to 
infection, nephritis, or chronic kid­ 
ney inflammation, destruction of 
red blood cells from various causes 
ar.d to two conditions known as 
pernicious anemia and aplastic 
anemia. 
Leng-coutinued bleeding is the 
most common cause of anemia due 
to a deficien cy of iron, or hypo­ 
chromic anemia. In men, this bleed­ 
ing is usually from the stomach or 
bowed due to piles, ulcer, or can­ 
cer. In women, bleeding from the 
stomach and bowel also occurs, 
but bleeding from the uterus or 
womb causes many more cases of 
anemia in women. 
In anemia caused by bleeding, 


of cooree, the most important part 
of the treatment is to determine 
the cause for it and remora it. 
Operation is necessary in some 
cases when there is excessive 
bleeding from the uterus. 
X-ray 
treatments also may be helpful. 
In addition, the diet should con­ 
tain a liberal quantity of protein 
foods, such aa meat, milk, and 
eggs, as well as those rich in iron, 
such aa vegetables and whole­ 
grain cereals. Iron-containing pre­ 
parations such as iron and ammo­ 
nium citrate or ferrous sulfate 
are often employed. 
Remove Infection 
The anemias in the second group 
due to infections, are treated by 
getting nd of th# infection and 
giving a high protein diet and 
iron-containing preparations. 
Pernicious anemia, which be­ 
longs to the third group, la Grated 
by Irver or liver extract. In soma 
anemias, such aa aplastic, in the 
third group, there is no treatment 
which has proven to be of any 
particular avail. 
Once anemia is found to be pres­ 
ent, a careful search is made for 
the type and the cause. Then, ef­ 
fective treatment may be em­ 
ployed.
